Waabington, July ll.— <3oloneI Em- 
erson H. IJs<uin of the Ninth infantry, 
<who was killed at Tien Tain, was one 
9t the gallaat of the <rid civil war vet> 
erane still In the lervicf. At the out- 
break of that war he volunteered as 
corporal in Company H of the Firi^t 
Vermont infantry, having been born 
111 VonftoBt Ho waa muatsred out of 
the voluntetn In Auguet, 1861, and im- 
mediately entered the regular army as 
a private In the Twelfth Infantry. He 
was breveted a captain In 1864 for gal- 
lant MTTioe in the battle ot Betheseda 
church and in the campaign before 
Richmond, Va. Colonel LIscum was 
m the recent Santiago campaign 
with the Ninth lnf«i)tfy and was badly 
wounded at the battfo of tan 3mn hill. 
The war department had taken note of 
hlR splendid service there and his name 
was to have been presented at the next 
session of congress for promotion to 
the rank of brigadier. 

Captain Austin R. Davis, United 
States marine corps, also killed, was a 
native of Georgia. He entered the nm 
rine corps as second lieutenant on July 
1, 1894. He went out to the Philip- 
pines In April, 1899, in charge ot the 
marines who took over the Cavlte na- 
val fltatlon from the military branch. 
Hia oommlsaion as captain in the 
marine corps Is dated March 8, 1899. 

Lieutenant Smedley D. Butler, of the 
marine corps, also wounded, was 9ne of 
the new officers in the service, having 
been appointed from Pennsylvania In 
April, 1899. ?Ie wad sent tu the Philip 
pines Immediately upon his appoint- 
ment and was one o^ th^ oncers drawn 
from the Cavlte station by Admiral 
K^mpfT at the bef Inning of th* 9fht> 
Ing at Taku.

admiral' sicYMOUR 

Was Obliged to Shoot IIIh Own 
Woi^nded Aoldlpm. 
New York, July 16.— A dispatch to 

Tien T.-^in. .Inly 8 sjys ineffectual at- 
tempt? have l)een made to conceal the 
horrible fact that Admiral Siymour 
was compelled to shoot bis own wound- 
•d during the recent disastrous retreat 
Ct the IPekIng relief expedition. All 
the wounded and prisoners who fell in- 
to the hands of the Chinese were 
frightfully tortured. The bodies of 
two marines who were captured by the 
Chinese were recovcrcil. the bodies had 
been cut Into pieces. First the eyfs 
bad been backed out; then the check.s. 
arms and legs cut oft until death ended 
the sufferings Of the poor fellows. 

When Admiral Seymour, in his re- 
treat found himself so hard pressed 
that he waa unable longer to carry his 
wounded with him he asked them: 
"Whirh do you prefer, to be left to th".- 
mercies of the Chinese or be shot l-y 
your own comrades?" "We prefer 
death to torture. Shoot us now that 
we may die like men," was the plteou.-j 
re.-piinse of the helpless men. 

A tiring siiii id w is told off and whi!* 
the little allied force stooped and beat 
off with gun fire the Chinese horde 
that surrounded it, inside its lines an 
art of mercy was performed as the flr- 
InK stiuad canied out its orclcr.-;. A 
few merciful volleys from the rifles in 
the handi of friends and the harras^e 1 
expedition was relieved ot Its burden 
of wounded. 

MIntntsteF Wu*b Oplnon. 

Washington, July IC.— News of the 
battle of Tieu T.sin as brouKlit by the 
press cables oireet from the litld 
was conveyed to the Chinese miniri> i. 
'I'he minister followed the recital wi;ii 
wrapt attention interrupting with ex- 
prcsslonsota.-'tonishnuMU and proloum. 
regret it this ftartling devfi,i,»..u n". 
Ho wa^ particularly impressed wuh 
the detailed names of the American 
kill' 1 ni l wiainiied. wliich apiwiied to 
remove every shad.iw of djulit and he 
asked as to the various oflicers and 
their families. The scene of the figia- 
ing came home vividly to the minister, 
as he has lived for a long time at Tit ii 
Tsin, the close friend and associate of 
Ld Hung Chang during the latter s 
viceroyalty there and every detail of 
the engagement around the walls could 
be followed by him with a personal 
knowledge of the suroundings. In h's 
mind's eye, he pictured before him 
the scene of action. Here, be pointed 
out, was the great walled city, where 
the native Chinese population lived. 
Around the city swept the Pie river 
from Taku toward Peking. Below the 
walled city a full hour's ride by chair, 
lay the foreign settlements, or cences- 
slons, or compounds. At this latter 
point, well away from the walls of the 
main city the foreign citisens with the 
Allied troops have until now been lo- 
cated. The news of the fight at the 
walls meant, therefore, that the allied 
forces had advanced from thek posi- 
tion well down tile Pel-Ho and had at- 
tacked the city It-self. The outcome of 
this he viewed with the utmoftt con 
cern. He spoke with a good deal ot 
freedom, but asked to be excused from 
any public declaration on the Bttbjcct,, 

Nothing From Peking. 

London, July 16.— "Revenge today, 
mouring tomorrow" is practically the 
universal cry of Europe, but It is sar- 
rowfuliy admitted that there can be no 
revenge today, nor, perhaps for many 
tomorrows, for the incredible barbari- 
ties that are reported to have marked 
the last scenes within the legations at 
Peking. Nothing Is clearer than that 
the antl-fOrelgn^ conflagraAion is rap- 
idly permeating* " STeft the hitherto 
quiescent pfuvincer;' and"; though It is 
recognized that e\ery day whicli 
leaves Peking in the power of the mob 
Increases the perils and dUBcultlea ot 
the situation, nothing comes from the 
diplomats of Ghirope to show that the 
powers have overcome the Jealousies, 
resulting in general Impotency, to 
which Is commonly ascribed the, sac- 
rifice of the handful of women, chil- 
dren and men comprising the Inter- 
national colony in Peking. Nothing 
has been received that Odds to the In- 
formation preVionslr obtUnetf. regard* 
ing the massacre. 

Prepared For an UprUing. 

London, July 16.— There are B,5C2 
British subjects in China of whom 
about 650 were In Peking, for Whose 
relatives, following numerous preced- 
ents, the British government will un- 
'doubtedly exact financial compensa- 
tion on a heavy scale. Sir Claude Mac- 



Donald, the British minister at Peking, 
long had In view the possibility of 
some such tragedy as .-ei lo Irive ,)c - 
curred, and had In a way prepared to 
meet it Sir Claude had pledged hi> 
wife to shoot her If that were neces- 
sary to prevent her from falling Into 
the h aiuls of the natives in event of an 
uprising and had provided her with 
quick poison to be used in case of bU 
inability to fulfill his pleiiee. 

Vl<'Proy Will i'ry. 

Berlin, July 16.— The German consul 
at Cheefoo. having communicated t.i 
the governor of Shang Tung Emperor 
Wllllam"s offer of a reward of l.ooO 
taels for the re.su< e of foreigners in Pe- 
king has received the government's re- 
ply which Is dated July 13, to the ef- 
fect that the shutting up of foreigners 
in Peking h:id deeply t(iU( In d his heart, 
but that attempts to relieve them have 
failed owing to the revolt In Chih-La. 
but the governor adds that he will 
again try his best to effect their re- 
lease. At the foreign office here there 
is no question as to the correctness of 
the Chinese news of the massacre of 
the foreigners in Peking. 

Action of Chinese. 
Los Angeles, Cal., July 16.— Wong 
Yee Chow presided ov>ir an exceeding; 
ly interesting meeting of 160 of the 
Chinese merchants and residents of 
this city held at their board of trade 
rooms to give expression to their views 
on the part of the crisis in China. Re^ 
olutlons were adopted pledging them- 
selves to do all in tli' ir power to up 
hold and assist in iipholdiing the laws 
of the United States so long as they 
are residents of this country. They 
heartily dl.%approve of words and 
speeches tending to pr jilnce wnimo.-ity 
and misunderstandings between tliem 
and the citisens ot this country. 

Several Ainerieuns Woiiiided. 

Tien Tsin, July 13, via Shanghai. 
July 16.— Seven thousand of the allied 

troops were attempting to ?torm the 
walls of the city. The attack began at 
■jiyllght. Its success Is doubtful. The 
'Chinese on the walls are estimated con 
servatively at 20,000. They are pour 
ing a terrific hail of artillery, riflle au'l 
machine gun fire upon the attackers. 
The Amsricans, Jap inese and French 
i troops are attacking from the west and 
the Russians from the east. The Amer- 
icans Hiifftreil terriiily. .\s the press 
repre.ientiitive left the tieid the chief 
surgeon of of the Ninth infantry said 
a conservative estimate that 25 per 
cent of the Americans were hit. Col> 
onel EniersonLlscum is reported to have 
been mortally wounded, as he was 
walking In front of the troops. Major 
Regan and Captains Buckmiller. Wil- 
cox and Noyes are among the wound- 
ed. The marines' losses* include (\ip- 
taln Davis killed and Butler, Leonard 
and several others wounded.

Mrs. Amanda Clark testified that she, 
too, accompanied by her sister, rode 
slong Hulin lane on the same day and 
when near an old Presbyterian chun h 
she met Jester with two teams and 
wagons. She spoke to Jester but he 
did ^ot reply. She saw the figure of a 
man lying on the floor of the wagnii 
under some covering. When the w;ig- 
ons bad passed she saw blood spots in 
the snow and further on she saw a pool 
of blood in the road. When she re- 
turned from Middle Grove she noticed 
that tiie trail of blood turned at the 
mouth of Hulin lane.

San Francisco, July .16.— Ho Vow.

"Never since the 
administration ot my consulate," he 
said, "have there been fewer cases of 
violence against the Chinese. In fact, 
I fail to recall a single i a^e in any p:irt 
Of the dlatr^ct within the ladt two 
months that In any way Indioates hos- 
tility to my countrymen on account of 
the difllcultles at home." 

BflTect of Tien Tutu Defeat. 

London, July 16. — The defeat of the 
allied forces at T^n Tsin seem.s to 
place that town m desperate straits, 
and if retreat to Taku Is necessitated, 
observers consider that It will be likely 
to decide the policy of w.ivering vice- 
roys. The departure oif Admiral Sey- 
mour from Tien Tsin and the move- 
ment of warships toward Shan Hal- 
Kuan on the (Julf of Llaotung, are 
taken to indicate that the route may 
be adopted for an advance on Peking, 
which Is distant 170 miles from Shan 
Hal-Kuan. 

lliore Troops Kor Cbfna. 

Washington, Jly 16.— The council 
lasted for some time and the sltu:ition 
was thoroughly discussed. In all prob- 
ability the president will eome In with 
In the next two or three days to re- 
main a day or two. There is reason to 
Lt lieve that K.OOO or 10,000 trOOps will 
be gotten together as rapidly as pc:48i- 
ble and hurried to. China. Some of 
these probably will be taken from Cu - 
ba. If the situation requires more con- 
gress will have to be caU«d ioftthnr to 
provide for them. 

Amerteant Win. 

Paris, July 6.— The American ath- 
letes started by winning the first t.vo 
events on the program at the exposi- 
tion. The first waa the 200 metres hur- 
dle race and resulted: A. C. Kraens- 
leln of the University ot Pennsylvania 
first, N. Ci.
